Agent at Ispahan. But the fact that the Empress-Queen has appointed a , 
Jew as one of her representatives in Persia cannot fail to have a great moral ; 
influence when the news becomes known throughout the Bazaars. The two » 
visits of the Shah to Europe, and the personal contact into which he came on ' 
those occasions with our greatest men, have been no slight factors in bring- — 
ing about some improvement in the condition of his Majesty's subjects. But 

much still remains to be done ere their situation can become a fortunate one, 
and we may confidently hope that Mr. Ney Elias will, both privately and 
officially, contribute towards the realisation of this desideratum. The excel- 
lent effect produced in Turkey by the circumstance that two successive 
Presidents of the United States sent Jews to Constantinople as their Minis- 


ters is of good omen for the advantageous results that may be hoped to ensue — 


from Mr. Elias’s appointment. 


The death of Calmann Lévy, publisher and member of the Central 


Consistory, of Paris, and brother of the still better known Michel Lévyy 4 
removed a few weeks ago one of the eminent persons who represented the 4 
honourable connection of French Jews with the stage. The Lévys were the” 
reat theatrical publishers, and in France artistic activity centres in the ~ : 
theatre. Rachel was one of the early patrons of the brothers who afters 
wards became important enough to patronise artists. Of course they pub- 
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lished for Ludovic Halévy, and entertained Sarah Bernhardt. Albin Vula- 
brégue and other rising Jewish dramatic authors may be reckoned among 


their business connections. The name Calmann indicates the German or 


Alsatian origin of the family. It isa name among the German Jews first 
occurring between the 11th and the 15th centuries, and was then used to repre- 
sent the well-established Jewish appellation of Kalonymos, which is obviously 
of Grecian origin. In its forms of Coleman and Colman it is common among 
English Jews, and owing to its sturdy Saxon appearance was adopted by 
the Cohen who founded the house of Coleman, Turquand and Co., now 
known as Turquand, Youngs and Co., accountants, and financed the Lon- 
don, Chatham and Dover Railway. 

The installation of the Chief Rabbi has given rise to many suggestive 

comments on the part of our contemporaries, in particular of the Spectator. 


It is struck by the fact that the Jews of England are Englishmen speaking 


the langnage, thinking the thoughts, sharing the national prejudices of the 


country, and yet they are at the same time separate in race and seem likely 


to continue so. The survival of Israel is indeed a phenomenon unexampled in 
the history of mankind ; for on the one hand no race has ever been so recep- 
tive, on the other so consistently self-contained as the Jews. The Spectator 


ints out that this survival has not been attained by rigid uniformity of 


lief and habit within the camp of Judaism itself. Strangely enough, the 
examplechosen to illustrate these internal differences is not the contrast between 
Sadducee and Pharisee, between Rabbanite and Karaite, between Maimunist 
and Anti-Maimunist, between the advocates and the enemies of the Kabbala, 
between the Orthodox and Reform parties of modern times. Our contem- 
porary points to the difference of caste between Sephardim and Ashkenazim, 


and indeed at one time this difference was a very formidable one, But it is 


no longer accurate to say that socially the “ Spaniard” still ranks definitely 
above the “German” in the community. The Spectator is inclined to the theory 
that the Sephardim were descendants of the house of Judah, the Ashkenazim 
of the ten tribes. Even if there were the least evidence in favour of such a view, 


we hardly see how it would account for the differences in physique between | 


Spaniard and Ashkenazi. Ourcontemporary’s sympathetic picture of Jewish 
perseverance and industry, its hearty acceptance of the thorough compatibility 
of being an Englishman and yet none the less a Jew by race and religion 
deserve our grateful recognition. The whole article is worth a carefal 
perusal. 

A singular answer to the old question ‘“ Can Jews be Patriots ?” may 
be given from a little paragraph which appeared in Tuesday’s 7imes. Mrs. 
Grimwood’s noble co-operation in the defence of the Residency at Manipur 
and in the care of the wounded, and her almost miraculous escape from the 
general slaughter of the British, are fresh in the memory of our readers.

Highness’s own gift introduces the rest. Of the remaining 15 names five are 
Jewish, namely, Lord and Lady Rothschild, per Lady Rothschild, Mrs. 
Leopold, Miss Alice and Baroness de Rothschild,while a 6th is the Duchess of 
St. Albans, grand-daughter of Bernal a converted Jew. Patriotism is not 
confined to one family amongst us, and doubtless the person who selected 


these names had in view the distinction of the donors as well as the amount 


of the gifts, but the paragraph is a singular and striking one and suffices to 
relegate the question we have printed above to the category of Historic 
Doubts which are no longer doubtful. | ?

THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE FOR THE JEWS OF ENGLAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONIOLE.”’ , 


Sir,—A certain disregard for form, whether it appeals to the eye or to the ear, 
has often cost us Jews an appreciable measure of repute. We have our virtues, 
of course, and they are deeply rooted ; we have our faults, and these, as we are 
frequently reminded, are mainly on the surface. Unfortunately, while few of 
our neighbours can afford the time to dive and search for our good qualities, our 
bad ones, for the very reason that they lie on the top, are apt to obtrude them. 
selves upon the public notice. , 

In nothing is this more remarkable than in those defects, or perhaps one 
ought to call them negligences, that distigure the speech of some of the sons 
and daughters of our race. Our Teutonic neighbours have a term—mauscheln— 
by which they more particularly designate a certain slovenliness of pronunciation 
and inelegance of intonation that characterise the style of speech of some of the 
German-speaking Jews. Am I conjuring up an imaginary evil when [ say that s 
similar weakness may rpg rf be noticed in the English language as it is 
spoken by many, both of our humbler brethren and of those who are not humble? 
The prevalence in the more thickly populated Jewish quarters of the Judeo- 
German jargon is apt to leave its influence upon the English by which it is des- 
tined to be ultimately replaced. As an English Jew, living in a transition period, 
I cannot help regretting the harsh treatment my own language is even temporarily 
obliged tosubmit to. But while we bow to the inevitable, let us do nothing to perpetuate 
the existence of that linguistic monstrosity now flourishing on English soil, the 
offspring of deformed parents, a cross between Yiddish and Cockney. Few wil 
be Scand to swallow the Johnsonian doctrine whole, that he who not hesi- 
tate to violate the laws of his mother tongue will have no compunction in rifling 
the paternal till ; but surely the least thing Jews can do, in return for the hospi- 
tality of this dear England of ours is to deal fairly by the language of the 
regia: to try and pronounce it properly’ and to show the utmost respect for 
the rules by which it is governed. The distortion of vowels and diphthongs (as, 
for example, when a is pronounced ay, and o ow, and oy is transformed into, 
and ow into ah), the corruption of sibilants, the hideous nasal 7 clipping 
and mutilation of harmless words, the bewildering rapidity and indistinctness of 
ee and other cacophonies of Jewry, let us strive to get rid of them 


Much is already being done in this direction by our schools, and I have my- 
self witnessed pathetic struggles on the part of many Jewish teachers to counter- 


act and overcome the effects of an indurated bad habit. Much, however, still 


remains to be done. As one step towards post p among Jews accuracy, 
distinctness and purity of English speech, a generous friend of mine has kindly 
promlesd to devote the sum of £20 annually to found a couple of prizes for pro- 
ciency in these subjects. He proposes to give one prize of £5 and another of 
£15 for English pronunciation, a and elocution, to be competed for by 
upils attending elementary schools and by more advanced students, respectively. 
tails of the competition, which will be held in January of each year, will be 
announced by advertisement in due time. ? ees 
I do not know if any of your readers will be disposed to object to the re- 
marks I have ventured to make. If so, let me assure my critics before- 
hand that I also am acquainted with people who are excellent Jews and Jewesss, 
and yet employ a vile jargon as their medium of communication wi 
fellow men. There is no necessary relationeven between grammar and goodness. 
But neither is there any necessary hostility. ‘ It is good that thou shouldst take 
hold of the one ; but also from the other withdraw not thine hand.” On the whole, 
however, the balance of religious advantage ought not to be against those who dis- 
courage the use of slipshod and corrupt forms of speech. There 1s high 
authority for this last conclusion, OMNN Ow?

The strong and irrepressible affection for the Holy Land implanted in 
the hearts of a large proportion of our Eastern brethren, who, denied the 
right of citizenship in the country of their birth, find a natural vent for 
their hopes and affections in the cradle of their history. 

Recognising the evils likely to arise from a wholesale unorganised Jewish 
immigration into Palestine, we endeavoured as far as lay in our power to dis- 
courage such a movement by impressing on the members of the Association the 
need of combination with a view to develop an organisation capable of dealing 
with the question, What we are aiming at is to work out a scheme for forming 
Jewish agricultural colonies on a sound basis in Palestine, to discourage as far as 
ies in our power all ill-considered schemes of immigration and to divert the 
influx altogether from the towns. 

So far aa the Chovevi Zion of England is concerned, our efforts bid fair to be 
erowned with success, for we believe we shall be able to prevent isolated branches 
from starting rash and ill-considered schemes, as the government of the Associa- 
tion will entirely be vested in the Central Body, which represents all the branches. 
As regards Associations bearing the same name abroad, we have no control over 
them and they are governed by their own rules. 


Such plans as we are endeavouring to formulate cannot, Sir, be matured and — 


put into execution in a week nor in a month. Since the public meetings and 
speeches to which you allude, we have been hard at work with our colleagues at 
the very serious and difficult task we are endeavouring to grapple with. It is 
indeed no light one, and we do not under-estimate the obstacles before us. We 
are anxious only for the welfare of our people and are carried away by no sensa- 
tional enthusiasm. We require the co-operation of many, and the sympathy of 
all, for the Russian persecutions make it necessary for all those who live under 
more favourable auspices to seek homes for the exiles in all countries. Surely 
Palestine cannot and should not be the only ene closed to the Jews. 

Meanwhile, whether we like it or not, a crisis has arrived, a crisis that demands 
concerted action. A small commisrion of experts should be sent to Palestine to 
report on the situation and to see what can be done to relieve the congestion in 
the towns and to prevent those who are only too willing to work from degenera- 
ting _—_ of their wishes into paupers. ia 

Shall we appeal in vain to those able materially to assist ?

The CHAIRMAN said that such a ‘resolution was most reprehensible. He once 
more repeated the opinion that all Jews should take their share of the burden. If 
it suited some of the Russian Jews to proceed toa land sorich as Australia, there 
was no reason why they should not go. It was true that there was a strong feeling 

among the artisans of Australia agaiost the introduction of additional labour which 
would reduce the enormous rate of wages, but he saw no reason to endeavour to pre- 
vent such Russian Jews who of their own will desired to go from carrying out tneir 
intention. He would suggest that a careful letter should be addressed to Melbourne 
and Adelaide, pointing out that atthe moment there was no emigration to Australia,

Mr, SELIM SoLoMoN, the Hon. Secretary of the Bombay Branch, at the inyj. 
tation of the Chairman, addressed the meeting with reference to the Bombay 
School, which Mr. Solomon said was under the direction of Mr. Haeem Sam . 
most high-minded and zealous man. The Council had been good enough to offer to 
contribute a third of the cost of building a new school, their contribation not to 
exceed 10,000 rupees, but the difficulty of raising the remainder had been so 
that there wasserious danger of the opportunity for securing the site being lost. The 
suggested local of the new school was, he could assure the Council, an admirable 
one from every point of view, it was situated in the very heart of the Beni-Israel, 
district, and there was ample accommodation for the pupils. During the protracted 
negotiations, however, the site had been purchased by @ third party -avowedly for 
the purpose of building a school for Mohammedan children, and unless sufficient 
influence could be brought to bear to induce that gentleman to re-sell the mte to 
the Jewish community, eo favourable an opportunity for locating the school 
would not again occur. 

The CHAIRMAN drew attention to the fact that the fands of the Association 
were at a low ebb, and said that if the annual meeting was to show a practical result 
every endeavour would have to be put forth to obtain further subscriptions. The 
funds which had been obtained in connection with the previous dinner had been 
spent. He would propose that an appeal should be published in the communal 
journals and in the Zimes, soliciting aid for the Asaociation. The proposition 
was unanimously adopted. . 

The Rev. Dr. Henry Conen, of Galveston, in referring to the subject of the 
rsecutions in Russia, said that America would gladly received the expatriated 
ussian Jews if only they were sent systematically to uncoagested districis. The 

City of Galveston had appropriated $10,000 for the relief of the Russian Jews in 
that city where fifty families had been settled. Hundreds of Jewish families could 
be settled with mutual advantage in the States of Arizona, Montana, Tennessee, 
Texas and California, and the respective governments would be pleased to receive 
them. The Government of Mexico would welcome 5,000 Jewish families, but 


would not recommend that country, as its Government was somewhat inimical 


the Jews. It wasa great mistake for Jews to crowd to New York, Chicago, Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, and other large cities, all of which had their ghettos, and where 
cries were being raised that the Jewa were disturbing the labour market and lower. 
ing the rate of wages. The smaller cities would be only too pleased to receive the 
Jews, some of them even being willing to maintain asmall number for a short 
period, whilst they were being fitted to maintain themselves. He would encourage 
the emigration of Jews to America, but it was not all necessary that the port of 
arrival should be New York. The Jews almost invariably succeeded in America. 
The law empowering the return of pauper immigrants was more honoured in the 
breach than in the observance. The Jews of America fally recognised the serious 
ness of the present state of affairs, and were willing to do all in their power to help 
their oppressed brethren.—(Cheers. ) | 
. The Financial Statement, which was presented and adopted, showed that the 
income during June amounted to £432, and included beside a balance of £138, 
subscriptions £32, and branches £261. ‘fhe expenditure amounted to £225, £203 
ofiwhich was for grants to schools, The balance in hand amounted to £207.

BARON DE HIRSCH’S VIEWS ON PHILANTHROPY. 


The July North American Review contains an article by Baron de Hirsch, 
entitled “My views on Philanthropy.” He writes that he considers himself 
only the temporary administrator of the wealth he has amassed, and in relieving 
human suffering he never asks as to the faith of the sufferers. He discusses the 
Jowfoh question and states as the object of his life ‘‘to give a portion of 
my companions in faith the possibility of finding anew existence, primarily a8 
farmers and also as handicraftsmen, in those lands, where the laws and religious 


- tolerance permit them to carry on the struggle for existence as noble and respon- 


sible subjects of a humane government.” He alludes to the fact that the Israelites 
were once agriculturists, and thinks that the poor outcast Jew of to-day will win 
for himself peace and independence through agriculture and prove @ patriotic 


citizen in his new home. 


The Baron's views are given in the following extract :— 


- “Guided by these convictions, my course for philanthropic work was clearly 
shown me. By establishing organisations in the Orient and in Galicia I wished to 
give the Jews who had remained in the faith the opportunity of becoming good 
farmers and craftsmen without removing them from the land upon which they 
were settled, and agricultural schools aad schools for manual tra 
ply the means fur teaching them. It is necessary, however, to adopt some other 
method for aiding those Jews who are driven from their country and are obliged to 
seek new homes across the ocean, And it is at present, therefore, my greatest 
desire to accomplish a work on a much more important scale, and of quite s dif- 
ferent character from = adopted up to the present time—a purpose which, it may 
be oe hoped, will bring about the results already mentioned. The question 
is, thén, to help the Russian Jews who have just been exiled from their homes 1 
find new countries where they can use their powers freely, where they can 
into practice again the qualities they have inherited from their ancestors, ’ 
finally, where they can become useful citizens of a free and secure rei A 
which the rights of all inhabitants are equal. In considering Jeoggst ory 
I naturally thought of the United States, where the liberal c P 


tution is a guarantee of happy development for the followers of all religious 


faiths. Yet I was obliged to confess that to increase to any extent the alrenty 
enormous number of Jews in the United States would be of advantage neither A 
the country itself nor to the exiled Jews ; for it is my firm conviction that this ne : 
settlement should be scattered through different lands and spread over M — 
space, so that there shall be no opportunity for social or religious rapture. “sa 
a study, therefore, of different countries, and after.careful examination I have 7 
come convinced that the Argentine Republic, Canada, and A . — 
others, offer the surest guarantee for the accomplishment of the plan. I pect 
begin with the Argentine Republic, and arrangements for the purchase of oe 
lands for the settlement are now being made.” 


Baron de Hirsch then refers to the success of several hundred Russo-Jewish | 


families as farmers in the Argentine, and concludes his article by the statement 


that “he who frees thousands of his fellow-men and helps them to become atl 


ful citizens does a good work for all humanity.”

In cases in which the fees are low the school-fands must benefit by the sub- 
stitution for the children’s pence of an annual grant of ten.shillings per head 
calculated on the average attendance. Fortunately the attempt which was 
made in Committee to restrict the application of the surplus in such cases to 
the improvement of the school accommodation or the promotion of increased 
efficiency, was ultimately defeated. It is true that the Education Depart- 
ment has practically the power of insisting upon such an appropriation of 
the surplus already conferred upon it by the Code. But it is easy to per- 
ceive that the proposed amendment, if carried, might have become an instra- 
ment for harassing denominational schools in the hands of a Government 
hostile to the voluntary system. It is perfectly right that schools in receipt 
of a large contribution from the State should be required to employ the 
fands thus acquired in increasing the extent and efficiency of the teaching. 
We Jews, at any rate, are not likely to dispute the justice of thedemand. If 
any of our schools are likely to gain on balance from the substitution of fee- 
grants for fees, we shall not, it is to be hoped, reduce our subscriptions. The 
effect of the new Act must be not to tighten the purse-strings of the bene- 
volent, but solely to provide from the public funds an amount for the improve- 
ment of the instruction, which has not hitherto been available. 


As a matter of fact, however, the extent to which the communal schools, 
In the case of 
the Jews’ Free School, the surplus of the Grant over the fees is estimated by 
Lord Roruscuitp at £1,000. But the Free School fee is only a penny, so 
that in this case an extreme instance is afforded of the favourable operation 
of the Act. But how will those schools fare which charge high fees? The 
fairy may not be so beneficent then. Atany rate the community must make 


up its mind to continue, at least as generously as hitherto, its support of its 


denominational schools. Even the Jews’ Free School, despite the estimated 
gain of a thousand pounds, will still suffer from an annual deficit, which will 
be great or small according to the outlay which the Education Department 
At the present 
moment there is an accumulated deficit of three thousand pounds, which must 
be extinguished without thought of the Government “ windfall.” The pros- 


| pective benefit to be derived from the operation of the new Act will not avail 


to reduce this actual debt to the extent of a single penny. 


As to some of the other schools less fortunately situated thanthe Bell Lane | 
Institution,they are likely to need as much as ever fromthe communal liberality. 
It is just possible that to them the fee-grant may prove a more than doubtful 
boon, The grant may not enrich them directly to any appreciable extent, 
and indirectly it may tend to impoverish them. Even if the Education De- 
partment deals leniently with them in formulating its requirements, the fact 
of receiving anincreased Government Grant will remain, with allitsdamaging . 
effect upon the generosity of the would-be contributor. This is an influence 
against which we would put the community on its guard. There are schools — 
which cannot be said even to be living from hand to mouth, seeing that very 
often they bave nothing in hand. They are in a state of chronic debt; but their 
impecuniosity is by no means the measure of their merits. The Westminste 
Jews’ Free School is a type of these struggling institutions. We know of 
no school which deserves so well of the community, and which receives, com- 
paratively speaking, so little. It is an excellent establishment—well 
managed, well staffed, ‘and well situated, It provides for the educa- 
tional wants of an enormously wide area, and if the pupils are drawn — 
from a somewhat higher social stratum than that to which 
the children attending the East End schools belong, its teaching is 
none the less urgently needed on that account. The cause of religious 
education would distinctly suffer if the Westminster School were to become 
extinct. But this is likely to be its fate unless the communal conscience— 
or shall we rather say the communal attention ?—is more thoroughly aroused. 
There are some institutions which seem doomed to be always overlooked ; 
and this is one of them. It must be clearly understood that even the Edu- — 
cation Bill, with all the golden rain it is about to pour down, will not save 
this school, or any other in a similar position. Now, as hitherto, the salva- 
tion of these institutions—the salvation of religious teaching—rests with the 
community, upon whom, and not upon the State, the duty of safeguarding 
religious teaching is cast. 

It is e-sential that this lesson should be pressed home at the present 
moment. Itis idle to ignore the fact that the discussion of the Education 
Bill by the House of Commons has really been a veiled battle between the 
champions and the opponents of voluntary schools, Many of the amend- 
ments to the Bill were proposed in the interests of the unsectarian principle. 
The demand for local representation on the managing-bodies of denomina- 
tional schaols, the attempt to exclude all religious catechisms and formularieg 
from such institutions — an attempt, which, we were glad tu see, even 
so sturdy 9 Radical as Mr, Montagu helped to defeat,--.end 
the proposal to foxbid gil fees in schools receiving the feo-grent, 


were go many attacks on the yolugtary system, More thaq 
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one member of the House plainly expressed the pious wish that denomina- 


fional schools might soon be improved off the face of the earth. Thus far, 
it is satisfactory to reflect, the assault has failed. But the renewal of the 
attack is only a question of time. There is only one way to meet it. It is 
for each denomination to establish, by its own practical recognition of the 
claims of the voluntary principle, the title of that principle to general recog- 
nition. The friends of godless teaching can have no more cogent argument 
than the feeble support which the denominations extend to religious instruc- 
tion. We Jews must be foremost in proving that the lesson of the recent 
discussion has not be2n thrown away. Religious Education is specifically a 
Jewish cause; and if we are to be true to our traditions and our duty we 
must safeguard that cause by dealing liberally with the communal schools. 


‘THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


| [FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | : 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Frankfurter Zeitung comments on 
the projected law which is now awaiting the sanction of the Czar. Since the 
persecution of the Jews has reached a dangerous height, members of the Govern- 
ment are beginning to fear that the popular feeling may be roused to such a pitch 
as to disturb the national peace. They have found it advisable, therefore, to 
curb these outbursts,and if the new law becomes established, instigation against the 
Jews wilk be subject to heavy penalties. The minister who is the author of this 
law, Manassein, is himself of Hebrew extraction (his name sufficiently indicates 
this) but let us not suppose, says the writer, that any sympathy for his people 
actuates the man. Far from it; like many converts he is among the bitterest 
foes of his former people. It is fear for tue State, and nothing higher or more 
humane. His law, in its original form, made instigation punishable by the 
loss of all civil rights, and in extreme cases by transportation to Siberia. Com- 
menting on this the Nowoja Wremja writes indignantly, that such a law is not 
necessary for Russians,.who have always been a tolerant people, and that for the 
past {ten years no popular hatred against any section of the nation has found 
vent. Since then the law has undergone some modifications. If it should receive 
the Imperial signature, as seems probable, the Jews may be protected from the 
rougher populace. But so long as the State does not repeal the laws, which pro- 
hibit them from settling in Moscow, and from entering the higher professions, 
their position will not be materially changed. Are these higher officers of the 
law, who carry out these restrictions with the utmost rigour, not to be counted 
amongst the instigators against whom the law is framed ? 

Baron Albert de Rothschild and Baron Nathaniel de Rothschild have each 
laced 10,000 marks (£500) at the disposal of Rabbi Dr. Blumenthal in Ratibor, 
or the benefit of the Russian Jews. A Christian hotel-keeper at Wreschen, Herr 

Gillmeister, has sent to the local Rabbi a donation for the relief of the fugitives 
from Russia, and has offered to give free board and lodging to a small number of 
those who pass through the town. 

The boo'sellers, Friedrichs and Co., in Berlin, have published a pamphlet on 
the persecution of the Jews in Russia. The author, who calls himself Paul 
Demidow, appears to be intimately acquainted both with the social and political 
state of affairs in that count In his preface he says that the Czar Alexander 
III. and he alone is responsible for all cruelties perpetrated upon the Jews during 
the past ten years, and that when history will have to pronounce judgment upon 
him it will call him to account for the shameful acts committed upon his auspices. 

The Jewish Publication Society of America, whose head-quarters are at Phila- 
delphia, has re-printed the pamphlet issued by the Russo-Jewish Committee in 
London, on the persecutions of the Jews in Russia. } 

A Committee has been formed in Amsterdam for the relief of Russian Jews, 
The Committee state in a circular that except under extraordinary circumstances 
they will not assist refugees passing through Amsterdam, as such a course would 
lead to unfavourable results, nor in the absence of any decisive action on the 
part of Baron de Hirsch will they promote emigration. The funds collected will 
be applied for the relief of Jews in Russia itself. Dr. Diinner, Chief Rabbi of 
rasan is Honorary President, and Professor de Hartogh, President of the 

mmittee. 


A conference was held at Lemberg on Wednesday to discuss the best means of | 
- promoting Jewish emigration to the Argentine. It is intended to establish Emigra- 


tion Committees at Odessa and the principal centres in the interior of Russia. 

The present persecution of the Jews in Russia deserves to be studied, as 
part of the system by which the so-called Orthodox Greek Church aims at producing 
absolute uniformity of religious belief throughout the Empire. The Jews are the 
immediate objects of attack, only because their absence of national organisation 
leaves them unprotected by the ordinary forms of diplomatic representation. While 
their distinctive nationality marks them out as aliens in the midst of a hostile 
population, they have not, like other aliens, the status conferred by citizenship of a 
foreign state. We have often had occasion in these pages to call attention to the 
treatment accorded to the Catholic subjects of the Tsar ; but, in their oase, there is 
some possibility of diplomatic intervention on the part of the Pope, or of a Foreign 
Catholic Power. The Jews, on the other hand, have nothing to appeal to save the 
public opinion of Europe ; and to this Russia, conscious of comprising within her 
own dominions a sixth of the surface of the globe, has always shown a sublime 
indifference, Nothing is easier, consequently, than to rouse the anti-Jewish feeling 
always latent, tothe point of explosiveness, and any policy which embodies it is 
sure to obtain a certain measure of popular support. The anti-Semitic campaign is 
but one phrase of a movement for isolating Russia from the outer world re- 
ducing it to the former condition of China,—TZablet.

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JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM.

On Sunday last a General Court of the Governors and Subscribers to the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum was held at the Institution, West Norwood, for the 
urpose of electing twelve boys and six girls as inmates and one male out-pensioner. 
Dr. HENRY BEHREND, the President, occupied the chair, and amongst those present 
were the Revs. Isidore Harris, J. Samuel and E. Spero, Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin L. 
Cohen, Mrs. Behrend, Mrs. Meldola de Sola (of Montreal), Mrs. N. Defries, Messrs. 
Lionel L. Alexander, D. Benjamin, 8. Davis, Moss Benjamin, Felix A. Davia, 
Frederick Davis, F. B. Halford, A. H. Jessel, Abraham Levy, Lewis Levy, ma 2s 
Marsden, Daniel Marks, 8. E. Moss, J. A. Rozelaar, M. A. Rozelaar, Lewis Solomon, 
J, I, Solomon, and 8S.

The first item in the afternoon's programme was the athletic sports in which 
competitions were held in jumping, running, leaping, &c. Although the little com- 
petitors evinced as much eagerness as ever to be winners, the attendance of the 
public in the wet weather was by no means large. A usefuladdition to the athle- 
tics has been made in the shape of ai‘ physical drill” and dumbbell exercises, which 
have been started so that the boys could compete for a prize given by Mr. Frederick 
Davis for physical exercises in memory of his son, Mr David J. Davis. One of the 
most interesting features of the day’s meeting was the display of the work turned 
out by the boys in their workshop, During the year, under the able Chairmanship 
of Mr. Lewis Solomon, the Workshop Sub-Committee have instituted several im- 
portant improvements in the curriculum of the workshop. Under the new arrange- 
ments, the boys are instructed in their drawings, acd proceed straight from the 
desk to their benches to work out the drawings they have previously executed. 
Some of the boys have for the first time been taught the rudiments of turning. The 
specimens of the work this year, although not as “showy” asin previous years, 
are more substantial, and include clothes’ boxes, laddere,’pigeon-holes, book-shelves, 
trays, T squares, and a few specimens of veneering and turning. Thirty-five of the 
boys passed the examinations for Technical Education at the Science and Art De- 
partment, South Kensington, and we are informed that a grant of 63. per head has 
been recommended. Although the maximum grant permissible is seven shillings, 
it has not been awarded to any schools. The handiwork of the girls was (also in 
evidence, and consisted of an excellent dieplay of several branches of cooking 
and confectionery. 

At the close of the ballot for the elections, over which Dr. Behrend presided, 
the visitors adjourned to the large dining-hall which was completely filled, and in 
the galleries of which the boys and girls, all presenting a bright and cheerful 
OO were placed. At this stage the prizes were distributed by Mrs, George 

phael. 

The CHAIRMAN, in addressing the gathering, said that all associated with the 
Institution were to be congratulated upon the fact that the children had escaped 
the recent epidemic, and that the bill of health was a good and clean one. The 
Institution was quite fall, and the children elected that day would have to wait 
some weeks before they were admitted, until others had left. It was contemplated 
to effect several improvements in the Institution, whica would include additional 
baths and lavatory accommodation and the covering-in of the boys’ playground. 
There had been several changes in the staff. Two of the pupil teachers, formerly 
inmates of the Institution, had been promoted to assistant teacherships.—(Cheers.) 
The Committee had only unqualified praise to give to their new Head-master and 


Mistress and to their assistants in the several departments. One of their old pupils, 


a Faudel echolar, had been awarded the Barnett Meyers Scholarship, tenable for 
three years, at Jews’ College. The results of the examinations of the pupils had 
been of the most patisfactory character. In secular iostruction the children were 
examined by Mr. George Ricka, B. Sc.,a School Board Inspector, who reported that 
“athoroughly good year’s work has been done.” Of 133 boys presented with 540 
possible passes all but four were made, and of those 71 per cent. were marked as 
excellent, and of 86 girls presented with 376 possible passes all but one were made, 
73 per cent. being excellent. In Hebrew, Scripture and Religion the pupils, in- 
cluding 134 boys and 95 girls, were examined by the Rev. 8. Singer, who reported 
that “ not a single complete failure marred the general excellence of the examina- 
tion.” The report of the instructor in the Technical Classes testified to “a very 
fair average of work.” All 


the last Triennial Dinner, a circular, signed by the Duke of Northumberland and 
Mr. F. D, Mocatta, was received from the Charity Voting Reform Association, asking 
that the power of election should be placed in the hands of the Committee rather 
than that of the Governors. This course was deemed impracticable—(hear, hear)— 
and several suggestions were submitted, which included the reduction of the num-

of £1 tothe girls who remained in domestic service for a consecutive period of 
twelve months. He took that opportunity to appeal for increased support. The 
improvements,particularly the covering-in of the boys’ playground, were contingent 
upon the necessary funds being raised. He did not think that the good fortune of 
_ the Institution, in withstanding the ravages of the past winter, was sufficiently 
appreciated,—in several of the Institutions with which he was associated the epi- 
demic as well as other maladies had serious effects. The proportion of the votes 
returned to the Committee was highly satisfactory, more especially when taken in 
comparison with other Institutions. Of the 6,890 sent ont by the Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum, 2,000 were sent in, whilst at the London Orphan Asylum, 
sey only 900 were sent to the Committee. The

SOUTH HACKNEY RELIGION CLASSES. 


The Annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of these classes was held on 
Sunday last at the Hackney Conservative Club, Mare Street, which was kindly lent 
for the cccasion. The Hon. MICHAEL SoLomON, C.M.G., of Jamaica, presided. 

The proceedings opened with the singing of Psalm c., by the pop ; 

Mr. A. B, SALMEN, the President, read the annual report, which shows that the 


‘Classes are in every way satisfactory. The number of children on the books is the 


largest yet registered and the attendance is good, although during the winter it has 
not been all that could be desired. The Rev. M. J. Heilbron continues 
with much zeal to act as head-master and is ably assisted by Mrs. Cooper, and 
by Miss Friedeberg and Miss Breslar who continue to do their good work as 
voluntary teachers ; and the Committee cordially thank them for their services, — 
There are now seven divisions, and it having been necessary to increase the teaching 
staff Mr, Gatchell Ieaacs has been engaged as assistant master. The tem iron 
building is unsuited to the classes, inasmuch as the seven divisions are assembled at 
one time, and as the lease of the present ground is running out in about a year, it has 
been decided to build another structure, and although the movement has been but 
just started a sum of £300 has been promised. It has further been determined to 
appeal to the public to carry out this laudable undertaking. According to the 
report of the examiner, the Rev. H. Gollancz, M.A., the whole of the classes passed 
most satisfactorily, some even excellently, and gave evidence of carefal and patient 
teaching on the part of the instructors and thorough supervision on the part of the 
Superintendent. 

The Hon. MIcHAEL Sonomon, C.M.G., said he felt pleasure in witnessing the 
distribution of prizes to the children, because it proved that they endeavoured to 
secure a knowledge of what he, and all present, considered the true religion. He 
laboured under great disadvantages in addressing them, first because he was a 
stranger amongst them, so far as a Jew could be a stranger among his own people, 
and secondly because he so inadequately fulfilled the position that bis 
three predecessors had filled, who were such men as Mr. Oswald J. Simon, Mr. F. 
D. Mocatta, and Mr. Claude G. Montefiore. It was when compared to these 
gentlemen that be laboured under a dis»dvantage. He encouraged the pupils to 
make every effort to understand a religion that taught them to do be 
charitable, and he congratulated the prizeholders because it indicated their desire 
to obtain a knowledge of that religion. He also congratulated the teachers upon 
the excellent results of the examinatisn. Religion should be a primary and not a 
secondary consideration as many of the young people thought; and if they made it eo 
they would win for themselves not cruelty, not persecution, but the praise of men 
and of a very much greater Power. He was pleased to see among the recipients of © 
prizes many young girls, because he believed that the earliest teachings of religion 
came from the mothers. He was gratified to learn that amovement was on foot for the 
establishment of a permanent synagogue for South Hackney. No te of any 
denomination coula expect to thrive unless they erected a house of worship, and he 
hoped he would read in the Jewish press at no very remote time of the consecration 
of a synagogue for South Hackney. He trusted that Jews, whether they were rich 
or pocr, would all lend their aid to so worthy an object. 

Mr. M, Jacoss, M.A, moved a vote of thanks to the examiner, the Rev. 
H, Gollancz. He could not agree with Mr. Solomon when he described him- 
self as a stranger amongst them. A man who had done so much for Jews abroad 
could not be a stranger to Jews in England. , 3 

Mr. 8. Davis moved that a hearty vote of thanks and three cheers shouldbe | 
given by the children for the Rev. M. J. Heilbron, their able Head-master. 

The Rev. M. J. Heilbron, in acknowledging the vote, said that synagogue 
accommodation was sadly needed in South Hackney, but what was needed even 
more was greater facilities for the classes, which were at present held in a small 
room. 


Mr. OswaLp J. Stow moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman, who, he said, 
had always signalised his visits to the metropolis by great sympathy with the com- 
munity. Tbey were to be congratulated upon having such an able representative 
as the Hon. Michael Solomon in such an important town as Jamaica. ’ 

The CHAIRMAN briefly responded. , 

On the motion of Mr. Solomon J. Heilbron, a vote of thanks was passed to the

JEWISH HIGH SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 


Sir Dovatas GALTON, K.C.B., presided on Wednesday afternoon at the annual 
distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Jewish High School for Girls, Chenies 
street, Bedford Square. Among those present were the Misses Isabel, Flora and 
Kama Goldsmid, Mrs, S. H. Goldschmidt, Miss Micholls, the Revs. Morris Joseph 
anc A. Lowy, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, Vice-President, Mr. E, M. Micholls, Treasurer, Mr. 
Arthur L. Josephs, Hon. Secretary, and Mr. M. Van Thal. 

Mr. JoserHs having read the reports of Mr, Charles F. King and the Rev. A. 
Lowy, who had examined the pupils in secular and religious subjects respectively, 
Sir Douglas Galton distributed the prizes and then addressed the meetnig. 

Sir DovGLas GALTON said that he had accepted with great pleasure the request 
of Miss Goldemid to deliver the prizes, because he was anxions to see that school of 
which he had heard so much praise, He had long been connected with women’s 
education, even from the time when Mrs, Edward se | and Miss Shirreffe had started 
the Women’s Educational Union, a union which caused the establishment of 
High Schools in all parts of the country and was the origin of the collegiate insti- 
tutionsat Oxford avd Cambridge, viz., Girton, Newnham, Somerville, and Lady 
Margaret Hall. We had long outgrown the idea prevailing at one time that it was 
the proper thirg for women to be dependent on others, forthe number of women 
who found it necessary to earn their own livelihoods was dailyincreasing. In that 
competition, ri those who were fully equipped for the battle of life could be suc- 
cessful, He had been perusing the reports on the school and he was very glad to 
see that the work done was very satisfactory. He particularly noted one observa- 
tion of the examiners, that all examination papers were remarkable for neatness, 
precision and correctness. The Examiners of the Girls’ Public Schools Company, 
with which he was connected, were those of the Oxford and Cambridge Examining 
Board. These gentlemen also examined boys, and they almost universally found 
that girls were much neater than boys were ever found tobe. It was sometimes 

ed that the education given in schools was too uniform to suit all tem- 
peraments, and. that originality of mind was blunted if not destroyed by 
that system. There was something in this argument, because each child had its 
own idiosynoracies, but on the other hand the development of a particular quality 
caused one Child to be more original than another. ucation was often talked of 
as though the whole school life was to fill the minds of the young with learning. 
The real object of the lessons was to teach children to develop their faculties, so 
that when they left school they might makw use of their education to fit them for 
what came in after life. The various subjects which the children studied in 
that school had each a different effect on the development of their faculties. There 
was one point which he would specially emphasise, and that was the study of the 


in a Jewish school, for there was no better text-book for acquiring a knowledge of 
the soundest principles of hygiene than the Books of Moses, But with that study he 
would associate physical exercises. He had learnt that to a considerable extent these 
exercises were taught at that school, but he was not so fond of violent gymnastic 
exercises, as of those milder ones, which should occupy a due proportion of the 
. @aily time table. To make man perfect the body and soul should be educated toge- 
ther. Brain work was that of the soul, play that of the body. The time that might 
be given to calisthenics would not be lost ; it was as important as that given to 
school lessons, for health was the foundation ofall the successes of life. A know- 
ledge of the laws of health was even more necessary to complete the education 
of a well-trained woman than of a man, for the woman had in her hands the con- 
trol of the home and the bringing up of her children. Sir Douglas Galton concluded 
} reading an extract from a delivered some time ago at the Mansion 
ouse by the Bishop of Durham. 

Mr. F. D. Mocatta a vote of thanks to Sir Douglas Galton for dis- 
tributing the prizes, and for his instructive address. Mr. Mocatta said he had lis- 
tened with great satiefaction to that address, and he hoped that the pupils would 
profit by it. He was pleased to assure Sir Douglas Galton that evening lessons in 
hygiene were given by Miss Levy, the Head Mistress, and calisthenics were also 
taught twice a week. At that school they had always endeavoured to blend 
physical exercises with mental culture. The school had only one defect ; it was 
that there were not so many pupils as the echool would hold; but as after 
all, quantity was secondary to quality, they had every reason to pride themselves 
on the fact that the quality of the instruction was so good.

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JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOLS. 


On Wednesday last the annual meeting of the contributors to the Jews’ Infant 
Schools was held at the Commercial Street School; Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID, Bart., 
M.P., President, in the chair. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. H L. MIcHOLLS, it wae 
resolved that the Report and Balance-sheet be adupted and circulated. 

_ The Report, after givjng the Inspectors’ Reports and the Reports of the Reli- 
gious examination conducted by the Revs. B. Berliner and J. F. Stern, states that 
the general work of the schools has progressed satisfactorily. A few changes have 
been made in the staff of teachers, chiefly at Commercial Street, where the num- 
ber of certificated teachers had become larger than was needful. The attendance 
at Commercial Street has slightly increased, and at Buckle Street there has been a 
large addition to the numbers, which shows that the estimate of the Committee was 
correct when they determined to erect so large a building, and they feel little 
doubt that ere long. this school will be almoat full. The ball in aid of the funds 
was held on March 10th, and was well attended ; £912 was collected for mainten- 
ance, and £260 for the building fund. The valuable services of the many ladies 
and gentlemen who for years past have exerted themselves so usefully for the 
benefit of the schools have been continued with unabated zeal, and an unusually — 
large number of gifts of various kinds have been sent to the mistresses for distri- 
bution. The dinners to the most necessitous children at Commercial Street have 
been continued during the winter, and the gifts of warm clothing, etc., have been 
very serviceable to the poor children during the unusually severe weather of the 
‘past year. The Committee record with deep regret the deaths of two of their 
colleagues—Mr. Henry Solomon, who had, for a very great number of years, been 
associated with the management of these schools, and Mr. Abraham de Mattos 
Mocatta, who, although not on the Committee, acted as one of the auditors, and had 
frequently shown himself to be, in other ways, an active and vaiaable friend. ‘The 
changes which may be made in the general conditions by which education in this 
country is assisted, and in the regulations imposed upon School Committee, will 
doubtless more or less effect these schools; but, so long as the work is well done, 
and the duties of the managers efficiently performed, there is every reason to believe 


that the public will continue to give all needful support to the Jews' Infant Schools. 


The statistics appended to the report show that the present number of the 
pupils on the books are, at the Commercial Schools 1,124, Buckle Street Schools 
804, as compared with 1,106 and 655 respectively in the previous year. The number 
of the children drafted from both branches to the Free School was 298, removed 
to a distance or emigrated 204, the number admitted during the year was 816, and 


the number left 649 ; the average attendance at the Commercial Street School was 


803, and at Buckle Street 463:56. The balance-sheet showed that the income, which 
amounted to £3,429, included subscriptions £204, pence money #215, rents £200, 


| dividends £355, Government grant £1,027, proc:eds of ball £1,096, donations £22, 


legacies £434. The expenses amounted £2,950, and £1,162 was invested in Indian 
Securities. The Honorary Officera were re-elected as follows :—President, Sir 
Julian Goldsmid, Bart., M.P.; Vice-President, F. D. Mocatta ; Treasurer, Mr. Lionel

On July Ist, circulars were received by the 
members of the congregation with copy of the notice issued by the Chief Rabbi, to 
the effect that Mr. Samuel Segelman no longer holds the authorisation of the Chief 
Rabbi and the Beth Din to act as Shochet, and that Mr. T. Todd has not received 
permission to supply the Jewish Community with meat, This notice was read out 
after Divine Service in the synagogue on Sabbath last. The Independent Shochet 
Association resented the notice and a meeting was held on Sunday last to consider 
their course of action. Mr. M.i\L, Dight. who occupied the chair, moved “ That 
this meeting pledges itself to support the Association in its endeavours to get 
kosher meat at low prices, with civility to all purchasers.”

They Rolled on the Floor, 


‘On Monday, November 24th, 1890, the 
American papers published the following’ 
news item :— 

‘Mrs. Sarah S. Hensler, of No. 873, Hast 
Ove - Hundred - and - Thirty - fourth Street 
New York, shot and killed herself yester- 
day morning. She was a lady of excellent 
character and high social position, and a 
member of Rev. Dr. Ramsey’s Presbyterian 
Church, She was well-to-do and very active 
in various public and private charities 
Since last July she had suffered fearfully 
from indigestion and dyspepsia, which 
brought on melancholia and then a kind of 
insanity, under the influence of which she 
took her own life,”
